The Empire Fair Committes has, 
issued “a circular to Exhibitora 
appealing for donations. Tho clr- 
cular stated that when it wag an- 
nounced some months ago, that no 
charge would be mnde for space 
in the’Empire Fair, it was scarce- 
ly expected that the number of 
entries: received would make 
necessary the erection of a tem- 
Porary pavilion 
30,000 square feet of space. The 
overhead expenses will now’ be in- 
ereascd by about $3,000. : 
. The Committee realised. that 
some exhibitors would be put to 
considcrable expense in setting up 


their exhibits and would only ask: 


for a small donation in such cases. 
A_ contribution from each ex- 
hibitor, ranging from $25 to $260 
according to the importance of the 
exhibit, would probubly cover re- 
quiremonts. 

Firms would doubtless realise 
that an exhibition of this kind, if 
run on strictly commercial lines, 
would involve a substantial charge 
for space. Cost was only kept 
down because the Hongkong and 
Shanghai Hotela, Ltd, had gen- 
crously given the use of the Penin- 
Buln Hotel, the Hongkong Gov- 
ernment had voted $2,000, the 
newspapers have given free pub- 
licity and advertising space, and 
the very considerable work of or- 
ganisation was being done volun- 
tarily, The’ committee believed 
that exhibitors would be glad to 
share amongst themselves the re- 
maining expenses.

IN’ CHINA. 


THE CRISIS FROM WITHIN 
AND WITHOUT 


The theme Of the ninth mecting 
jof the National Christian Council, 
now .in session~ nt Sungkiang, 
Kiangsu, is “The Christian in the 
Time of Crisis—-National and 
Religious”. The sultability of this 
theme is illustrated in the sub- 
jects discussed on May 4 and 6. 

On the afternoon of ' Thursday, 
May 4, the delegates were divided 
into four Commissions, in which 
they discussed the national crisis 
in China. Following up the work 
of these Commiastons,, Mr. P. C. 
Hay, of Yunching. University, Pefp- 
ing, made « speech in which he 
ndvocated that, in the face of 
China's national crisis, it {s tho 
first duty of the Christian to live 
up to the principle of love. He 
described how he had tried to live 
up to thia principle in his personal 
relations with the Japanese and 
how he.planned in the near future 
to make a trip to Japan to atudy 
the life and problems of that coun- 
try. 

“Kgter hia speech, Mr. L. T, Chen, 
of the. Kincheng Bank of Shang- 
hal, reported on the work of the 
four Commissions. He pointed 
out that, among the problems dia- 
cussed, two questiona had arisen 
on which differences of opinion had 
developed. (1) What should be the 
Christian stand on militarism? 
(2) Do the Church and the Govern- 
ment function in different realms, 
so that Christians should carry on 
their work without interfering in 
political situations? The first of 
these questions was briefly bur 
fervently discussed. As a result, 
the need for studying the problem 
of -applying the principle of love 
in this critical situation was made 
evident. 7

DURING 1932 


In his report to be tabled at the 
Legislative Council meeting to- 
day the Director of the Royal Ob- 
servatory says: 

Early in the year it was decided 
to bulld scparate quartors for the 
Director, and to utilise the present 
quarters as additional offico and 
library accommodation, Plans are 
In preparation and the work will 
probably be completed during the 
coming year. 

Tho principal features of the 
weather in 1932 were: 

(a) A drought tnsting from the 
beginning of the year until 3rd 
February, £8 

(b) The absence of typhoon 
seriously affecting the Colony. 
No measureable amount of rain 
fel) between 28th December, 1931, 
and 3rd February, 1932, Inclusive. 
Tho rainfall in October and 
| November was also ‘below normal, 
In spite of these dry periods, the 
total rainfall for the svhole year 
was slightly above normal, owing 
to heavy rainfall in June and 
jJuly. 

The only typhoon producing 
winds of gale force in Hongkong 
were those of July 21 and Septem- 
ber 17.
